I doubt not but God, who diſcerns the Hearts 

will eaſily pardon ſuch Errors, as are unhap- 

pily entertain'd by honeſt Minds, that are wil 
ling and deſirous to be better inſtructed, 

I have been the longer in ſtating this Rule, 
becauſe ſo much depends upon it: and the Sum 
of all this is, That as our Zeal ought to be 
employ'd in a Good Thing, ſo it is our Duty 
to take care to inform our ſelves what is really 
ſo. To be zealous for things that are doubt- 
ful, is literally the Zeal which the Apoſtle con.

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Commandments, without Sin; but when we 
employ our Zeal chiefly upon thoſe, that God 
has laid the leaſt ſtreſs upon, much more when 
we do it with the neglect of the weightier 
Matters of the Law ; ſuch a Zeal is good for 
nothing. What ſignifies making a Noiſe about 
the Forms of Religion, while we neglect real 
and ſubſtantial Holineſs? The End of all Re- 
ligion is to make Men holy, juſt, and merci- 
ful; and while we are defective in theſe, a 
pretended Zeal for the Modes of Religion. is 
no better than Hypocriſy. What our Saviour 
lays to the Scribes and Phariſees, who were 
guilty of this very Fault, ſhould be our Rule; 
theſe we ought to do, and not to leave the other 
undone. But when we make ſuch things the

Our Saviour indeed ſays to Peter, Put up th 
Sword, for he that taketh the Sword, ſhall peri 
by the Sword; Mat. 26.52. And ſo tis faid 
too by the ſame Divine Author, He that hath 
no Sword, let him ſell his Garment to buy one; 
Luke 22. 36. But as we are not to ſtretch the 
one to encourage unneceſſary War, ſo neither 
is the other to be underſtood to forbid the uſe 
of Arms on a lawful and good Occaſion. St. 
Auſtin, upon this Paſſage, fays, that he takes 
the Sword in our Saviour s ſenſe, who uſes it 4. 
gainſt his Neighboar, without Licence from the 
Magiſtrate :' and ſo it means no more than what 
is the ſtanding Law both of God and Man; 
He that ſheddeth Mais Blood, by Man ſhall his 
Blood 'be ſhed, But whateyer might be the 
articular meaning of our Saviour in this Pal- 
age, it is certain from the whole Tenor of 
Scripture, that no ſuch thing could be intended 
by him, as to forbid the raking up the Sword, 
when we are commiſſion'd to it by lawful Au- 
thority, and when the publick Good or our 
own private Safety requires it. 
All theſe concur to juſtify and applaud your 
Zeal; and *tis to your further Commendation, 
that you engage your ſelves in ſo good a Cauſe, 
when your Zeal was ſo ſeaſonable, your A. 
fiſtance ſo neceſſary to your Country's Safety. 
If ever there was occaſion for Engliſhmen and 
Proteſtants to exert themſelves, then was the 
EET... time; 
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me ; when our Religion, our Liberties, our 
peace, and all that's dear to us, was ſo openly 
nd ſo nearly threaten'd by a Rebellion, rais 
and carry'd on in the Bowels of our own Na- 
jon : and tho the good Providence of God 
bas ſo manifeſtly interpos'd in our behalf, yet 
there was a time when our Enemies thought 
their Work ſecure, and perhaps had Reaſon 
enough to think fo, and when we could not

In: Noere generally fo corrupted, as to wiſh well

the fem d ready to lay hold of the firſt favourable 
pal. opportunity to join in ir? Was this a time 
ok r any one to fit ſtill, who was in a Capacity 
to ſerve his Country? I am unwilling ro ſay 
ord, bat Cenſure is due to thoſe that could do ſo, 
cat could look on and fee their Country in 
dur Jauch imminent Danger with Indifference: Too 
many ſuch we had among us, be it remembred 

your dy them to their Shame and Repentance ! 
tion, . I would not ſuggeſt that every one that did 
b was a Favourer of the Rebellion, tho the 
dehayiour of ſome gave too much Reaſon to 
lpe&t it; bur the leaſt that can be ſaid of 
ay of them, is, that they were very uſeleſs 
. Members 
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Members of their Country, and do very littl 
deſerve to enjoy thoſe Privileges which they 
ſeem'd ſo unconeern'd for, when in ſo much 
Danger. This might indeed in ſome, be the 
Effect only of a natural Indolence in their 
Temper; but ꝰ' tis plain, it was not the Caſe o 
all. Many of them have been forward enough, 
at leaſt in their Apprehenſions of imaginat 
Dangers, and have taken pains to däſtingult 
themſelves for their Zeal, when the Conteſt 
was hardly worth the regard of a wife May, 
and when the Matters in Diſpute have been 
of the greateſt Uncertainty ; as indeed moſt 
of our ee ee have been. The truth 
on't is, the Folly and Violence of Party ha; 
carry*d ſome Men ſo far, that they ſeem wil. 
ling to venture any Evils that may befal them 
from'the common Enemy, rather than join 
with thoſe they are taught to diſlike, to oppoſe 
them: but how ſuch Men can anſwer for ſuch 
a Behaviour, either to their King, their Coun- 
try, or their own Conſcience, I will leave to 
themſelves to conſider. I had much rather 
turn our Thoughts another way; and bleſſed 
be God, I can fay, that the true Exgliſb Spirit 
is not quite ſunk and loſt among us: It has 
appear'd in great Numbers of Men of all Ran 
and Degrees, who have exerted themſelves like 
Men that know the Value of our happy Con- 
ſtitution.
